M innesota, was announced recently, is 
likely to lose his seat in the house. 
The com m ittee on elections, which re­ 
cently has com pleted an investigation 
of a contest brought against the elec­ 
tion of Mr. Catlin by Patrick F. Gilt, 
is expected to recommend his u nseat­ 
ing 
Mr. Catlin is a Republican. 
He re­ 
ceived a m ajority of about 13,000 votes 
over Mr. Gill, a Democrat who former­ 
ly was the representative from th° 
Eleventh district of Missouri. 
The charge was made by Mr. Gill 
th at more than $10,000 was spent In 
the election of Mr. Catlin, w ith the 
candidate's knowledge, notw ithstand­ 
ing the fact th at the law of M issouri 
lim ited him to an expenditure of $050. 
There is a federal corrupt practices 
act lim iting the expenditure of candi­ 
dates to congress to $5,000, but it ex­ 
pressly stipulates th at the state lav 
•hall apply w here a state has seen tit 
to deal with the question. 


Father la Millionaire. 


R epresentative Catlin is a graduate 
Of H arvard college and law school. 
Ife served one term as a m em ber of 
the Mlseouri legislature. 
His father. 
Daniel Catlin, was at one tim e a m an­ 
ufacturer of tobacco and was known 
as the “tobacco king” of the W est. 
He sold out to the Am erican Tobacco 
com pany and is now worth several 
million dollers. 
The story goes th at the elder Cat­ 
lin, desiring to get him interested in 
something, 
finally hit 
upon a 
con­ 
gressional career for him. 
The te sti­ 
mony in the case shows that th e fa­ 
th er did spend $10,600 tow ard the 
young m an's election but it is a sse rt­ 
ed by ail of the m em bers of the fam ­ 
ily that Theron did not k^iow w hat his 
father was doing. 
The sworn statem ent of R epresenta­ 
tive Catlin shows that he spent per­ 
sonally only $550

Plans for the reclamation of the sift 
of the Biblical garden of Eden bar* 
been completed by Sir William Will 
cocks, who has estimated the cost ol 
the undertaking ut $30.0009**0. Speak 
ing before the Royal Geographical sod 
ety In London. Sir William outlined 
his scheme. 
Ills theory Is that the 
actual garden lies In the.vast tract 
forming the delta of tho Euphrates and 
Tigris and that these two rivers must 
be controlled by dikes and barrage. 
"The Tigris," says Sir William, "is 
the more difficult problem. 
Provision 
ally I have suggested to the Turkish 
government to sacrifice the left bank 
of the river to the floods and to create 
a very massive canal and dikes along 
j the right bank. On tho other hand, a i 
escape could he constructed. 
"If we could overcome the objection* 
of the Shaniniar Arabs we could utilize 
a salt pan southwest of Samara, in 
which, as we have discovered, the 
river Tnrthnr terminates. 
We should 
have to raise the level of the Tigris 
in Hood by eight meters, and the two 
barrages and canal needed would cost 
$30,000,000. 
"But there would be a splendid re­ 
turn. The value of every acre of land 
in the delta would be doubled; It would 
be a godsend to Bagdad and allow the 
Bagdad railway to traverse the culti­ 
vated land instead of the desert. 
"Tile delta of the two rivers would 
be richer than the delta of the Nile 
and a safer place for the investment 
of capital. 
Indeed, I should say th a t 
as the Egyptians are so eager to re­ 
turn to the protection of Turkey. Eng­ 
land would make a good financial bar­ 
gain to exchange Egypt for Babylonia 
"The first direct irrigation works to 
be carried out will ive the Feluja and 
Ilindie barrages on the Euphrates and 
the canals and drains dependent upon 
I them.

The new 26,000 ton Dreadnought Wy­ 
oming, the great all big gun battleship 
that Is destined to he the flagship of 
the United States Atlantic fleet, will go 
to sea for her trials shortly and within 
the next two months, with her sister 
ship, the Arkansas, will he commis­ 
sioned and assigned to the fleet under 
Admiral 
Osterbaus. 
The 
Arkansas 
takes the place of the Dreadnought 
Michigan in the first division, aud the 
Wyoming supersedes the battleship 
Connecticut as the independent flag 
ship of the fleet. 
These two vessels, the largest aud 
ried on any battleship ever built for 
the American navy, will add 52,OOO 
tons of fighting strength to the navy, 
j and each will carry twelve twelve-inch 
guns as their main batteries—two guns 
more of that type than were ever cor 
Tied on any battleship ever built for 
the government 
In addition to their 
powerful twelve inch batteries, each 
ship will carry a secondary battery of 
twenty-one five-inch guns and about a 
dozen other guns of the three Inch.

r HORSESHOES OF ROPE. 


Invention That la Com ing Into Gan- 
oral Ua# In Germany. 
Owing to the rapid increase In the 
mileage of streets paved with asphalt 
and wood blocks and to the congestion 
of traffic in the large cities It was 
found necessary to afford greater safe­ 
ty for horses, to prevent their slip­ 
ping and to enable them to come to a 
quick stop. This has been attained by 
fitting them with “rope” horseshoes. 
These shoes were first manufactured 
some twenty-five years ago, but it is 
only during the last decade that the 
industry has grown to large propor­ 
tions. 
Various forms and shapes of shoes 
are used. 
Some are open at the back, 
like an ordinary horseshoe. 
Others 
are closed, and very often, besides 
being closed, there is a bridge or cross­ 
piece Jolting the two sides. 
When 
this Is the case the bridge is construct 
ed like the rest of the shoe, Inclosing 
a tarred rope. There are usually eight 
nail holes in encb shoe, and In order 
to strengthen the bottom, and especl 
ally to make the nail boles more se­ 
cure, the walls of the groove are some­

The ordinary Malay bouse is built on 
posts from five to seven feet high, but 
one w hic ii I came across was perched 
high up in a tree. 
It was the home of 
a man, his wife and family, and they 
informed me that it was placed In this 
unusual situation so as to be out of the 
way of the numerous tigers which then 
infested the neighborhood. 
As tigers have been known to jum p 
eighteen feet in vertical height some­ 
where about twenty feet is considered 
to be the limit of safety. The Malayan 
house is a frail and flimsy structure of 
sticks tied together with rattan thatch­ 
ed with palm leaves and walled with 
plaited bamboo or, as in this case, with 
the bark of trees. 
It is therefore an easy m atter for a 
tiger with its great strength to break 
into a house and attack the inhabitants. 
Many instances of this have been re­ 
corded in Malaya. 
In one well known 
case a whole family were killed except 
one man, who, climbing up into the 
roof and thus escaping the notice of 
the tiger, was a horrified observer of 
the cruel mauling and ultimate slaugh­
